Here are some notes for a future historian on how commerce slowed 


hie week of March 12, 1951 will occupy a 
special place in history. The U.S. and the 
world had never experienced anything like it. 
In Detroit the telephone company noticed that 
for hours at a time normally clogged lines went 
practically unused. Switchboards were silent 
and dark; operators dozed. Then suddenly for 
brief periods—sometimes 15 minutes, some- 
times an hour—calls flooded in as if everybody 
were trying desperately to compress a day’s 
work into the shortest possible time. Thou- 
sands of people stayed away from their jobs. 
Department stores (pre-Easter offerings not- 
withstanding) and theaters were almost desert- 
ed. Yet the people were not on thestreets either. 
Trolley cars in many cities carried half their 
normal loads. New York cab drivers wasted gas 
in a vain search for passengers. It became ap- 
parent that at least one fifth of the population 
had absented itself from normal pursuits. All 
along the television cable it had suddenly gone 
indoors—into living rooms, taverns and club- 
rooms, auditoriums and back offices. There, 
in eerie half-light, looking at millions of small 
frosty screens, people sat as if charmed. For 
days on end and into the nights they watched 
with complete absorption. In Philadelphia one 
man, no more rapt than others, sat staring, un- 
aware of a fire until it had destroyed a shed in 
his back yard and swept into the upper story 
of his home. 

What the hapless Philadelphian and his mil- 
lions of countrymen were watching with such 
fascination was the first big television broad- 
cast of an affair of their government, the broad- 
cast from which all future use of television in 
public affairs must date. A New York reporter 
calling up housewives for their reaction to the 
phenomenon was told by one of them, “It is pos- 
itively the most wonderful thing I ever saw. But 
don’t hold me up. You're taking up my time.” 

The U.S., knownas a faddist nation, had gone 
mildly insane at times over such rse mat- 
ters as the Hall-Mills murder trial, Golfer Bob- 
by Jones, a miner named Floyd Collins who was 
trapped in a cave, the Lindbergh kidnaping 
case and a musical comedy named South Pa- 
cific. But never hefore had the attention of the 
nation been riveted so completely on a single 
matter. The Senate investigation into inter- 
state crime was almost the sole subject of na- 
tional conversation. Newspapers gave it 10 
times as much space as the Korean war. Classes 
at universities and high schools were dismissed 
to watch the telecasts, and inmates of the jail 
at New Haven, Conn. petitioned to see them. 


‘OR years the relation of the average Ameri- 
can to his government had been strictly 
personal. The old town meeting had given way 
to the deliberations of a board of aldermen 
which sat in the vague recesses of a downtown 
office building, a state legislature which met 
hundreds of miles away and a Congress which 
gathered thousands of miles away. Few Ameri- 
cans had ever seen their lawmakers and public 
officials in action. Indeed very few, especially 
in view of the common practice of dodging jury 
duty, had ever seen a court proceeding. Many 
had never seen a congressman or senator face 
to face. 
Crime was a subject much discussed, but few 


citizens had any firsthand knowledge of it. The 
hig-shot gangster had become a highly publi- 
cized figure with the Prohibition Era and it was 
generally known that he had transferred his at- 
tentions to gambling after prohibition was re- 
pealed. Yet few Americans had ever seen a big- 
time gangster, much less heard one talk. 

On the relations between gangsters and gov- 
ernment, Americans had an odd combination 
ynicism and naivety. The old frontier sus- 
on of politicians remained; many Ameri- 
cans believed with at least half their hearts that 
all politics was crooked. Yet Americans were 
also idealists. The thought that any particular 
politician—the man who made those ringing 
speeches during election campaigns, the man 
who spoke so righteously to the newspaper re- 
porters—the thought that such a man could be 
bribed by a criminal was too much to accept. Av- 
erage Americans liked to think, with utter illog- 
ic, that while bribery and corruption were ramp- 
ant, they were only rampant somewhere else. 


Ts. what appeared on the television screen 
in the week of March 12, 1951 was something 
that came as a complete surprise to most Ameri- 
cans, The very act of swearing in a witness— 
having him stand and raise his right hand and 
say “I do” —was a strange solemnity. The face 
of the witness, waiting in fear, confidence or ar- 
rogance for the first question, was a new type 
of real-life drama. The expressions of senators, 
listening to the testimony with politeness, with 
outrage, sometimes with boredom and some- 
times with the deceptive wariness of the hunter, 
were a new study in human emotions. The spec- 
tacle ofa brilliant committee counsel relentless- 
ly nailing down the facts was a breath-taking 
view of a different kind of intellectual life. Over- 
night Rudolph Halley, previously unknown, be- 
came more famous than Clarence Darrow had 
ever been—and hundreds of thousands of Amer- 
icans wished fretfully that they had taken up 
the law instead of more prosaic occupations. 

Everybody, including the kids, suddenly be- 
came expert in legal jargon; amateur attorneys 
sprouted in every living room and bar. A news- 
paper columnist, Ollie Crawford, summed it 
up perfectly: “Friend of ours hasn’t eaten for 
a week because his wife is judging the case. ... . 
She's afraid that if she goes outin the kitchen the 
racketeers will take over America.” When an 
old Capone gangster named “Greasy Thumb” 
Guzik was called to the witness stand and re- 
fused to answer questions on the ground that 
“it might incriminate me,” he was asked by the 
committee if a lawyer had advised him to say 
that. “No,” he said. “T heard it on television.” 

Ina way the 1951 spectators, representatives 
of a nation never noted for respect for the law 
and always noted for sympathy with the under- 
dog, had come to cheer Costello—who arrived 
at the hearing with a high-flown statement ask- 
ing to be heard without prejudice so that he 
could establish his good name. ("I am begging 
you to treat me as a human being.”) For a long 
time many viewers hated the committee coun- 
sel for badgering him. Then it began to dawn 
that Costello was not being nearly so frank as 
advertised. The audience listened in growing 
irritation to his answers: 

“T don’t know.”

“T just don’t remember.” 

“T just don’t even remember that conver- 
sation.” 

“T wouldn’t know; I never went into details.” 

“T haven’t got the least idea.” 

“Well, I can’t remember everything.” 

The audience also noted that the first time 
Costello seemed to be getting into real trouble 
he was immediately struck dumb by laryngitis. 
But as soon as a committee doctor examined 
him and found him able to testify, his voice re- 
turned. For years the old prohibition gangsters 
had been trying to prove that they had gone re- 
spectable, acquired culture and become filled 
with regret for their gun-toting days. But when 
Costello went on view to the public as a dese- 
dem-and-dose guy with $50,000 in his apart- 
ment safe, a couple of judges in his pocket‘and'a 
strong desire to stall and mislead the commit- 
tee, he forever shattered the carefully nurtured 
illusion. 

‘The spectators wound up cheering somebody 
quite different—an old-fashioned, somewhat 
pompous, vinegary 70-year-old named Sena- 
tor Tobey of New Hampshire. By all practical 
standards of 1951 Americans—who had got 
used to fixing traffic tickets, paying money un- 
der the table for a new car, hoarding a little 
sugar, chiseling a little on the income tax—Sen- 
ator Tobey was a hopeless old fuddy-duddy, a 
white-haired relic of more innocent days. To 
a nation which had abandoned the dead 
guages for automotive engineering, he persist- 
ed in quoting Latin. His voice rose in an almost 
forgotten type of oratory; the obsolete phrases 
and sentiments poured from his lips. Once he 
broke down and wept. 

He listened to a recital of some of New York's 
crookedness and was moved to say, “Up in New 
England we had a poet. He is dead now. His 
name was John Greenleaf Whittier. He had a 
home up in Swan Lake. He wrote some wonder- 
ful things in poetry. He wrote one poem called 
Problems, and in this poem he commented on 
the ills of the body, and he closed with a couplet 
that I want to submit for the record and to the 
people on the mystic radio and television: 


But solution there is none 
Save in the rule of Christ alone. 


“There is the answer. When the hearts of 
men and women are touched they take their 
inspiration from the Master of Men, and then 
we will have a righteous and new America, and 
we will have in this nation a nation in which 
‘Dwelleth righteousness,’ and, before God, it 
is high time!” 

In New York one viewer wrote to his news- 
paper: “. . . Itis my opinion that the Kefauver 
committee would do well to let Senator Tobey 
stay among his angels. His sanctimonious, self- 
righteous, limelight-seeking and holier-than- 
thou remarks haven't helped the committee. 
+.” But on the final day of the New York 
hearings things changed. Senator Tobey, who 
had been speaking up all the while, summarized 
his feelings in a little peroration, delivered in 
his usual “sanctimonious” style. A bartender 
in Pittsburgh popped his eyes in amazement 
as his patrons, crowded deep to watch the tel- 
ecast, burst into spontaneous applause. The 


next morning the editorial in the New York 
Mirror, a hard-boiled tabloid which incidental- 
ly prints the best racing tips in town, said this: 
“We may smile at Tobey’s clichés, and his ready 
references to Scripture, Tennyson, Farragut, 
Whittier, etc., and his occasional "Damn! ring- 
ing out indignantly and righteously over the 
air waves by senatorial privilege—but they 
stir memories of virtues too many Americans 
have forgotten, and attest to standards of con- 
duct which, however long unhonored by so 
many in public life, are still the true Ameri- 
can standards, 

“Many who started to laugh as he began his 
peroration at the close of yesterday’s hearing 
found that, when he had finished, their eyes 
were wet.”” 

Senator Tobey, not even a lawyer and with 
no real lasting claim to fame as a U.S. senator, 
a babe in the woods to whom most listeners 
could have given surprising information about 
gambling, a very old-fashioned and garrulous 
graybeard, became a real figure in America. 


[ was plain that the hearings had some as- 
pects of the old Roman circuses, with the 
thrill coming when the lion—Halley or an ac- 
cusing witness—drew blood. But still they 
seemed to have some of the elements of the old 
camp meeting and the religious revival, as if the 
nation were ready for some kind of mass re- 
pentance. The advice of gentleman bookmaker 
James Carroll of St. Louis—"For many people 
gambling is a biological necessity. It gives sub- 
stance to their daydreams”—went relatively 
unnoticed, 

Certainly the hearings involved a good deal 
of real corny political absurdity. It must be 
remembered that 1951 American politics was 
often on a primitive level: Chairman Kefauver 
himself had been elected to the Senate partly 
because he campaigned in a coonskin cap. No- 
body in the investigation room seemed to blush, 
therefore, when one senator read into the rec- 
ord a telegram that was the most outrageous 
form of commercialism and press-agentry: 


YOUR CRIME INVESTIGATION HAS CAPTURED THE 
FASCINATED ATTENTION OF MILLIONS OF AMERI- 
CANS BY MEANS OF TELEVISION. AN INTEREST- 
ING FOOTNOTE TO THIS IS: NATIONAL SALES OF 
OUR POPS-RITE BRAND FOR HOME POPPING ARE 
up 112% IN LAST WEEK, YOUR TV AUDIENCE AP- 
PARENTLY LIKES TO MUNCH POPCORN AS IT HISSES 
THE VILLAIN... 


Nor did anyone complain when Chairman 
Kefauver appeared as guest on a nighttime tel- 
evision quiz show, sponsored by an underarm 
deodorant, in the midst of the hearings. Most 
listeners seemed surprised, as a matter of fact, 
that he donated his $50 guest fee to his home- 
town college in Tennessee rather than keep it 
himself. After the stories told from the witness 
stand about how other politicians had chosen 
to make personal profit from their positions, 
this came as quite a welcome shock. 

After all, America, as strange as it will doubt- 
less seem to later generations privileged to view 
the whole process of lifeand government in their 
own living rooms, was just growing up politi- 
cally in the week of March 12, 1951.

New York never saw much in Josephine Baker when, in the 
early 1920s, she did the Charleston and the Black Bottom 
at the old Plantation Club, just above the Winter Garden. 
But Paris added some exotic touches to her performan 
When she dan y nude at the Folies, it was on a giant 
mirror. By 19: years after her Paris debut, she was 
a wealthy woman with an air of soignée and had received 
an estimated 40,000 love letters and 1,192 proposals of 
marriage. One of these was from a raja who offered to abol- 
ish his harem. Miss Baker’s first husband was an American 
Negro tap dancer, but her later husbands (left) were white. 
Once in Zagreb, Yugoslavia a student was so inspired by 
her performance that he stabbed himself enthusiastically 
and fell at her feet. In Vienna a cabaret singer found him- 
self so hopelessly in love with her that he shot himself. 
Both men recovered from their wounds. 

Miss Baker herself developed a great love for France. In 
the bleak winter of 1938, moved to tears by a film showing 
the poverty in Paris suburbs, she hired two trucks, filled 
them with coal, tripe, pigs’ feet, potatoes, bread and toys, 
rode into the suburbs and heaved their contents to the 
amazed and grateful natives. When the Nazis invaded 
France she made her way to Morocco, where reports of her 
death caused American newspapers to print long obituaries 
of her. But she turned up, lively as ever, singing and danc- 
ing for U.S. troops in Afr 

Tn the lurid 20s Miss Baker would strut along the Champs 
Elysées with two snarling leopards on a leash. When the 
leopards died they were replaced by two stately swans with 
which she also went walking. She has maintained a per- 
fumed pig, dicted on rooster combs and champagne. Once 
she went to the opera with a pet cheetah but abandoned 
this practice when the cheetah leaped from her box onto 
the head of a bald flutist. In addition to her apartment in 
Paris, she owns a 12th Century chateau with 50 rooms, 
where she sleeps on a bed used by Marie Antoinette. She 
populated her estate with a swarm of dogs, monkeys, an 
aviary of tropical birds and cages full of ducks, chickens, 
geese, pheasants and turkeys. Sometimes, as they join in 
an ear-splitting zoological chorus, she explains to friends, 
“Tlove the quiet of the country.” 

For her current U.S. visit, her first in four years, she 
brought along only one maid, one cat and a monkey named 
Binkie. In Manhattan they lived in two rooms in the Park 
Sheraton Hotel. The strain of four’shows a day brought 
Miss Baker down with a severe cold. Then Binkie got pneu- 
monia and burned his fingers on a hot water pipe. But 
monkey and mistress recovered and got ready for the road.

RAJA’S PALACE WAS EXPEDITION’S STARTING POINT 


A Raja Goes 
A-hunting 


IN SPITE OF INFLATION IT COSTS 
ONLY $10,000 TO BAG 3 TIGERS 


Although many facets of India’s social structure are fast leveling off, the 
Raja Bahadur Vishweshwar Singh of Rajnagar makes no concessions to 
change when it comes to tiger hunting. In January he sent 16 of his best 
hunting elephants and their handlers on a month’s trek up to the north- 
ern jungles of Bihar. A few weeks later, before the weather turned too 
warm, he summoned 12 retainers, 20 servants, four guards and 28 guests, 
loaded them into his private railroad cars and set out for the jungle. 
When he got there his aides had acquired another 20 elephants locally 
along with a score of additional servants. By the time the party was ready 
to go and shoot tigers, 200 people were involved. There were mahouts 
to drive the elephants and charkatas to feed them, There were cooks, mu- 
sicians, a private secretary, an animal skinner, and even servants for 
the servants. And there were tons of equipment including two complete 
kitchens for Western and Indian-style cooking. The hunting itself was 
almost the easiest part of it. Breakfasting well, the raja and his friends 
moved out by car each day to rendezvous with the elephants; then atop 
the animals they waited for an almost solid line of beaters to flush the 
game toward them. After several hours of this came lunch, a four-course 
meal brought out from camp and served hot. The afternoon’s hunting 
was topped off with Scotch and sodas, evening entertainments and a lux- 
urious late dinner. In 10 days three tigers were bagged. The raja brought 
down one and finished off a second that had been wounded by another 
hunter. He felt the effort worthwhile for, despite inflation, the expedition 
had cost him only about $10,009, the same as last year, and only three of 
his attendants had been wounded—by hunters firing wildly at a leopard.

Once again the venerable Ferry-Morse Co., world’s biggest seller of home garden seeds, 
helps bring a crop of springtime aches and promises to America’s back-yard diggers 


and vegetables, and is constantly developing 
new ones to add to its list. It has already had 
some innovations familiar to every gardener 
—the Red Cored Chantenay carrot, whose col- 
solid throughout, the Straight-8 cucum- 
ber, whose fruit is uniformly eight inches long, 
and recently the Cuthbertson sweet pea which 
thrives in heat and drought that shrivels other 
sweet peas. A few years ago when mildew was 
killing the melons in Imperial Valley, Ferry- 
Morse found that sulfa counteracted the mil- 
dew. Then it found that sulfa killed the melons. 
So it developed a melon which would withstand 
sulfa. But the greatest pride of Ferry-Morse is 
the Detroit Dark Red beet, a titan among root 
crops which was bred 59 years ago and is still 
the world’s largest selling beet. 

This month as the annual cycle begins for 
gardeners it ends for Ferry-Morse. All of its 
packets have been shipped out. Chairman of 
the Board D. M. Ferry Jr. (opposite), son of 
the founder of D. M. Ferry & Co. which in 1930 
was merged with C. C. Morse & Co., could look 
back on a successful year. But out in the fields 
the new cycle of seed raising starts (pp. 82-84).

“BORN YESTERDAY’S” NOT SO DUMB BLONDE PREFERS SLACKS TO MINK, 
LIKES PROUST, HATES HOLLYWOOD, HOPES SOMEDAY TO PLAY OPHELIA 


F | NHE moral is, of course, that dumb 
blondes are not as dumb as some folks 
think they are. This has been illustrat- 

ed by the literary mind in countless classic 

examples, ranging from Goethe’s Gretchen 
in Faust to Anita Loos’s Lorelei Lee in Gentle- 
men Prefer Blondes, Dark-haired humanity, 
particularly the female of the species, may 
disagree, but it is one of the deepest-rooted 
of literary and dramatic traditions that some 
mysterious wisdom is apt to be found lurking 
beneath the combination of a yellow thatch 
and a baby-eyed stare. The latest celebra-

Since then Born Yesterday has become a 
movie, and Judy Holliday’s performance as 
Billie Dawn has been immortalized on film, 
making her America’s favorite female dim- 
wit of the day. As an example of the theatrical 
success story Judy Holliday’s rise to fame has 
been sensational. The New York film critics 
last month nominated her, along with the 
veterans Bette Davis and Gloria Swanson, 
as best actress of the year, 

Meanwhile her portrayal of Billie Dawn 
has become one of the archetypes of our na- 
tional folklore. Two weeks ago, when Virginia 
Hill Hauser, voluptuous girl friend of the late 


“Bugsy” Siegel, stepped before the television 
cameras and stole the show from the rest of 
Senator Kefauver’s crime committee hear- 
ing in New York, the same thought occurred 
in the minds of thousands: ‘Why, she talks 
and acts exactly like Judy Holliday!” 

Actually Judy Holliday herself doesn’t act 
like the Judy Holliday the television audi- 
ence was thinking of. She is far from dumb; 
she is only intermittently blond; her conver- 
sation doesn’t sound like dialog by Garson 
Kanin, the author of Born Yesterday. 

Miss Holliday is a big (5 foot 7) girl with a 
shy, quiet manner and a perennially trou- 
bled expression only partly relieved by a pur- 
poseful smile, She looks a little like the wist- 
ful, buxom women in Renoir’s paintings. Her

She loves cooking 
and does her shopping in New York's Greenwich Village, where she 
goes about impenetrably disguised as a housewife, wearing a coat 
and hood that protects her against recognition. She lives in an an- 
cient, rather dark walk-up apartment filled with old furniture, a 
battered grand piano and a varied collection of antiques which she 

spends much time sandpapering and polishing. 

When Miss Holliday speaks of her career, she talks as if it were 
happening to somebody else. “It’s so unreal,” she complains. Her 
dissociation from her career verges on the schizophrenic: one Judy 
Holliday is riding a rocket, it seems, and another Judy stands firmly 
on the ground, watching the performance, sometimes incredulously 
and sometimes with outright ho: 
iss Holliday spends a good deal of her spare time reading authors 
endhal and Proust and thinking up inventions. One of her 
inventions, a special rack for storing long-playing phonograph rec- 
ords, is now being tested for commercial production. Another is still 
in the experimental stage. It is an edible teaspoon to reduce the 
drudgery of dishwashing. She has experimented with Bisquick as 
ible raw material for edible teaspoons, but is not completely 
satisfied with the result. 

This pointed and industrious neglect of the showier aspects of 
show business might lead a hasty observer to conclude that Miss 
not interested in her career. If that career con- 
sisted in going about as a real-life incarnation of Billie Dawn, she 
certainly would not be. She is ready to scream every time some en- 
thusiastic fan whacks her across the shoulders and exclaims, “That 
voice! It slays me! Let's hear you say somethin 

“And the funny part of it is,” she observes, “that it’s always some 
bum whose own voice sounds like Mortimer Snerd’s.” 

The thing that bothers her most about her acting career is that 
it seems to involve so little acting. She is horrified by the danger of 
being typed for dumb-blonde roles. She would like to play Ophelia, 
and very likely she could do a more than competent job of it. Her 
dulifcatons as an actress impress many of her fellow profession- 
als, and eritics have discerned in her famous dumb-blonde act the 
emotional scope and versatility of a top-grade woman of the stage. 
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when to throwa lineaway. With all of this she has endowed her roles 
with a heart-warming human quality that often has her audience 
almost as close to tears as to laughter. 

Jack Benny, the veteran vaudevillian who is a past master of the 
tricks of his trade, once sat with trancelike concentration through 

an entire performance of the play Born 

esterday, gravely studying Judy Holli- 

y's mastery of the comic technique. He 

was so fascinated he forgot to laugh. Later 

he attended a second performance for the 
purpose of enjoying the play. 

Where does her dramatic gift come 
from? Miss Holliday is inclined to attrib- 
ute it in part to a wonderful mongrel dog 
she once had named Lifey. She explains 
solemnly that Billie Dawn’s distinguish- 
ing characteristics—the trusting manner, 
the combination of animal intelligence 
and ignorance, the attitude of the head, 
the baby-eyed look—she learned by study- 
ing Lifey as he rested his head on her kne 
“In repose,” she says, “my face looks as 
though I had gone through a terrible deal 
in the last five minutes. I have to disguise 
the expression and get a glassy-eyed look. 
UNCLE Joseph Gollomb —‘That’s something I learned from my dog. 
wrote fiction, biography. She obviously learned a good deal also 

from the years s a nightclub 

entertainer, putting comedy lines over to 
oblivious patrons who had come mainly to drink and converse. 
"They weren’t interested in entertainment,” she says. ‘They were 
tough. I learned one trick, which was to be quieter than they were 
until they had to look at you. It took a lot of aggressiveness.” Later, 
when she stepped onto the legitimate stage for the first time, she 
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was amazed by the audience’s respectful silence. “My God,” she 
says reminiscently, “they were all quiet and paying attention. It was 
like lifting a feather after struggling with the 500-pound dumbbell.” 

Tady Holliday’s theatrical career started practivally in the cradle, 
She was born in the New York Lying-in Hospital, where her moth- 
er, a hard-working piano teacher, had gone directly from a theater 
where she was watching Fanny Brice perform, Her birth certificate 
gives her name as Judith Tuvim, daughter of Abraham and Helen 
Tuvim, (A rather free translation of the family name, which is part 
of a Hebrew expression meaning “holiday,” ultimately provided 
her present stage name.) 

Even as a tot she was occupied with the problem of diction, and 
would gravely traipse about the family apartment repeating the 
words “lovely lady” in order to perfect her fs. Struck by her love of 
dancing, her mother trotted her off at the age of 4 to a ballet school, 
where she stood beside the horizontal bar and earnestly practiced 


icks. 

Her intellectual mentor was an uncle named Joseph Gollomb, a 
writer whose published works include crime stories, an autobio- 
graphical novel and a biography of Albert Schweitzer. Uncle Joe 
used to try to entertain her by promising to make a rhyme for any 
word she could think up. Judy often outwitted him by thinking 
up words like “anxious” and “orange.” 

When Judy was 6 her father, a handsome promoter and fund 
raiser, left home (he has since kept up an admiring relationship with 
his daughter). She and her mother moved to a small apartment in 
Long Island City, where they fattened the family finances by taking 
in an occasional roomer. Judy was an only child, and under Uncle 


Joe’s influence she became what she describes as “one of those pre- | 


cocious, obnoxious children who read War and Peace, Schnitzler 
and Moliére while my friends were going in for The Bobbsey Twins.” 
She revealed a somewhat frightening I.Q. of 172, became editor of 
the Sunnyside Spirit at P.S. 150, and in 1933 wrote an extended 
and uplifting prizewinning essay on “How to Keep the Streets, 
Parks and Playgrounds of Our City Clean and Wholesome.” She 
also wrote plays at school and acted in them, usually cast in the role 
of a mother because of her size. 

In one of her school plays, called The Tuckers’ Christmas, she 
played a scene in which, at the line “Come here, my children,” four 
or five other moppets rushed into her arms. The other children 
were nearly as big as Judy, and the ensuing onrush of familial affec- 
tion knocked her over. Judy, however, was undaunted. She picked 
herself up, caught her breath and continued her lines where she 
had left off. 

After high school Judy Holliday made an unsuccessful attempt 
to get into Yale Drama School and then worked at Orson Welles’s 
Mercury Theater. The closest she got to the footlights was a job 


(without pay) at the backstage telephone switchboard. Later she - 


joined a little group of actors putting on farces at summer hotels 
in the eastern seaboard borsht circuit. 
One day in 1938, with a young actor named Adolph Green, she 
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dropped into a Greenwich Village basement hangout for a sand- 
wich and a cup of coffee. They got into conversation with its pro- 
prietor, Max Gordon, who now also runs the posh Blue Angel night- 
club in midtown Manhattan. Gordon’s joint, hopefully named the 
Village Vanguard, couldn’t afford a liquor license and was hard up 
for entertainment. Miss Holliday suggested that she and her fellow 
borsht-circuit actors could put on a performancea week in exchange 
for the privilege of using the place for rehearsals. Gordon agreed, 
and “The Revuers” were launched. (Green was one of the members 
of the troupe; with Betty Comden as collaborator, he has since be- 
come a writer of several hit musicals.) Their first skit at the Village 
Vanguard was “The Subway Show.” They chose it because they 
could play it in their overcoats—the Village Vanguard had no heat. 

By dint of late hours, hard work and a gift for humor, the Revuers 
attracted a frantically faithful following. Soon the Vanguard was 
paying the group $250 a week, and could afford a liquor license too. 

Miss Holliday now looks back on her days with the Revuersas the 
high point of her theatrical career. They worked practically around 
the clock putting on three shows a night, writing new sketches in 
the afternoons and spending their off-duty moments munching 
sandwiches and discussing ideas in Lindy’s restaurant on Broad- 
way. Their skits were sophisticated little satirical revues, burles- 
quing well-known theatrical personalities and taking pokes at the 
cornier aspects of Broadway show business. One was a mock docu- 
mentary on the life of a man who invented a shoehorn; others bur- 
lesqued a Joan Crawford Fan Club and a romantic musical of the 
lush kind produced by the Shuberts. One of their most successful 
songs was a ditty entitled If I Were I and You Were You, What a 
Wonderful World This Would Be. 

Judy Holliday approached her work as a nightclub performer 
with a trepidation that has never left her. “Listen,” she says em- 
phatically today, "I hated the whole idea of being an actress. I 
used to throw up before every performance and cry afterward.” 
Her friends weren't very encouraging either. “Honey, you're so 
pretty,” they would comment. “Why don’t you scram out of this 
and get married?” 


Left on the cutting-room floor 


AE the Vanguard the Revuers moved on to such supper 
clubs as Spivy’s Roof, the Blue Angel and the Rainbow Room 
in New York, finally wound up at the Trocadero in Hollywood, 
where they hoped some movie mogul would notice them and put 
them into pictures. The movie moguls didn’t jump to sign up the 
troupe, but they did notice Judy Holliday. Repeatedly they offered 
her contracts, but she refused. She would not go into pictures un- 

s her friends of the Revuers went along with her. Hollywood had 

to take all or nothing. Finally Fox did sign up the whole troupe, 
put their skits in a picture called Greenwich Village, and then left 
them on the cutting-room floor. 
1 signed a seven-year contract, True to the 
strange tradition of Hollywood, Fox made little use of her after 
swe ting to get her signature. She got two small parts. In Winged 
Victory, she recalls ruefully, “I played a Brooklyn pilot’ 's wife, but 
they made me up I looked like his mother.” Then she was 
given a part in Something for the Boys. “They told me they needed 
a comedienne to read one line; they wanted somebody who could 
read it fast. I said it was too small a part—just one line. They said, 
“But it’s a long line.’ I said, ‘Yes, but if I read it fast—’ They said, 
“But think how you'll look in Technicolor!’ I was a welder and I 
wore overalls, a helmet, gogeles—which left about one third of 
my face uncovered. I argued with them and I was finally able to 
push my goggles back to say the line. It was: ‘I knew a girl once 
named Marie who had carborundum in her teeth and she turned 
into a radio receiving set.’ ” After that Fox released her and she 
left Hollywood. 

Back’ in New York, she got into the cast of a play called Kiss Them 
for Me, playing the role of a prostitute. “It was the most moronic 
part I ever played,” she says, but it won her the Clarence Derwent 
Award of $200 for best supporting actress of the year. She still didn’t 
feel like a real actress: ‘I thought it was just a fluke. I thought 
they'd find me out some day.” For six months thereafter she was 
unemployed, living in a furnished room with her mother on the 
$500 award money. 

Then came a gigantic stroke of luck. Illness took Jean Arthur out 
of the starring role of Born Yesterday three days before the Phila- 
delphia opening. Stuck with a theater, a play and a cast but no star, 
Max Gordon, the producer (no relation to the Village Vanguard’s 
Gordon), decided to take a chance on a virtually unknown actress, 
mainly because an established star would have insisted on extra

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rehearsals and indefinite postponement. He picked Miss Holliday 
to pinch-hit, rushed her to Philadelphia without a tryout, dressed 
her up in Jean Arthur’s wardrobe, which didn’t fit very well, and put 
her into rehearsals. On a diet of benzedrine and coffee she learned 
the part in three days. 

A few weeks later, after the New York opening, Gordon was able 
to congratulate himself on one of the most spectacular surprise hits 
Broadway had seen in many years. 

On opening night, after the performance, Judy Holliday decided 
to celebrate. She donned herself an orchid and went with a gir! 
friend to the Stork Club. But the man beside the rope did not know 
them and refused to admit them without a male escort. “Now,” her 
mother says proudly, “Judy can take her dog to the Stork Club.” 

Late in the long run of Born Yesterday, Miss Holliday got re- 
leased from the cast to go to Hollywood for a part in the movie 
Adam's Rib with Spencer Tracy and Katharine Hepburn. Tt turned 
out to be one of the brightest spots of the picture. But it failed to 
convince Harry Cohn, head man of Columbia Pictures, that she 
was the right choice for the movie version of Born Yesterday to 
which he had acquired the rights. Cohn wanted "somebody glam. 
prous,” ad toyed with the idea cE using Rita Hayworth mot iad 
tried out everybody from June Havoc to Marie MacDonald. 

Miss Holliday was miserable. “I kept thinking,” she says, “that 
in 30 years I’d be taking my grandchildren to the Museum of Mod- 
ern Art, and would see fits Hayworth or Lucille Ball in my role. It 
would be pretty hard to take.” 

Finally, pushed by Author Garson Kanin and Director George 
Cukor, Cohn relented and agreed to give her a tryout. Again she 
got a seven-year contract, These days Cohn claims blandly that 
he had her in mind all along. 

Hollywood's reaction to Judy Holliday was a mixture of admira- 
tion and incredulity. “Let me tell you what is unique about this 
girl,” George Cukor said in a recent interview. “She saves all her 
acting for the stage. She has no phony personality. Do you know 
she is very intelligent? She does the double-acrostics in the Satur- 
day Review of Literature—without a dictionary!” “People im- 
prove,” admits Producer Darryl Zanuck, who let Miss Holliday 
slip from his fingers as a starlet at Fox. “Judy has improved a great 
deal. She’s come along.” 

To the prop men, lighting crew, extras, hairdressers and ward- 
robe people on the Columbia lot she was an enigma. She refused to 
take part in any of the social whoop-de-doo of Hollywood, dressed 
most of the time in slacks, lived with the utmost economy, refused to, 
cooperate with publicity people, made a number of deeply shocked 
comments on the Hollywood divorce rate and was frequently seen 
rushing through her hotel corridor with her head unceremoniously 
wrapped in a Turkish towel. She was at pains to explain to nearly 
everybody that she disliked the place and was waiting impatiently 
to get back to New York.
